time. 


At the present time, in the districts 
of Azusa, Covina, nnd Glendora, it, is 
impossible to carry out adequate public 
health protection because we are not 
organized properly. While the county 
health officer covers all of the territory 
arqund these cities, there is no monoy 
available or means of cooperation in 
the cities themselves. Yet, the condi 
tions which affect the territory around 
the city are bound to affect the people 
in the city itself. Water, milk und food 
supplies in a large measure come from 
the outside territory. 


A solution of the question is the 
formation of a joint co-operative public 
health district, including the three cft£J 
ies of Azusa, Covina, and Glendora, wijib, 
the precincts of Rowland, Azusa, Co: 
vina, Baldwin Park, Charter Oak, afl^f

OBSERVATIONS ON CITRUS BLAST, 


K. W . 
HODGSON, 
University of 
California. 


During t h e last month or two con­ 
siderable attention a n d study h a s been 
given to a n e w disease which bids fair 
t o become of considerable economic im­ 
portance in California. 
Recently Pro- j 
feasor J . Eliot Coit of the college of 
agriculture published an article on the 
subject in the J o u r n a l of Agriculture, 
in which he suggested the name ' ' Citrus 
B l a s t . " 
Inasmuch as the writer has 
been interested in this disease from the 
t i m e of its 
first 
appearance a n d has 
h a d opportunity to s t u d y it 
carefully 
at first hand, his observations m a y be 
of interest t o Argus 
readers. 


I n the summer of 1912 the writer 
w a s engaged in top-working some old 
seedling 
orange 
trees 
situated 
about 
six miles southwest of Oroville. 
In do­ 
i n g this w o r k he h a d occasion to cut 
bud-wood in a n adjoining orchard and, 
while examining t h e trees, observed a n 
apparently 
n e w a n d 
peculiar 
canker 
or lesion on the interior sucker growth. 
A t the time this w a s given little more 
t h a n a casual examination. 
L a t e r in 
t h e season this peculiar abnormal con­ 
dition w a s found in several places on 
t h e other side of t h e F e a t h e r River in 
Thermalito 
Colony, 
some 
eight 
miles 
jtway, a n d it was realized t h a t her w a s 
something new and of possible economic 
importance. 
Accordingly, an 
a t t e m p t 
t o identify 
the disease was made b y 
t h e writer, b u t without success. 


As this canker did not spread to a n y 
appreciable extent d u r i n g the next two 
seasons due, as we n o w know, to un­ 
favorable weather conditions, a n d t h e 
actual 
damage appeared to be slight, 
no further attention w a s given to mat­ 
ter. 
I t w a s known to exist' b u t appar­ 
ently w a s of little importance. On sev­ 
eral 
occasions m a t e r i a l was sent for 
examination to the agricultural experi­ 
m e n t station a t Berkeley. 


On 
r e t u r n i n g t h e Oroville in May, 
1915, the writer w a s immediately struck 
b y the widespread occurrence of a con­ 
dition ascribed to a late frost by some 
growers; a n d characterized b y others, 
where no frost could h a v e occurred, as 
a " h e a v y leaf d r o p . " On examination 
this condition w a s found to be due t o 
neither of these causes, b u t w a s appar­ 
e n t l y t h e result of t h e same 
disease 
•which, I h a d 
first 
b e e n 
noticed 
t h r e e 
years before. 
The same peculiar can-' 
k e r w a s prevalent all t h r o u g h the mar 
t u r e trees.- 
Throughout the remainder 
of the season the disease w a s studied, 
notes were taken on its occurrence and 
external 
manifestations, 
and 
material 
w a s collected for laboratory 
examina­ 
tion. 


C L I M A T I C FACTORS. 
' N o r m a l winter conditions for the cit­ 
rus districts of N o r t h e r n California are 
cool w e a t h e r with 
i n t e r m i t t e n t 
rains, 
followed 
b y short, 
dry, clear 
spells. 
U n d e r 
such 
conditions the disease 
is 
n o t 
very 
active. 
T h e 
rains 
usually 
cease in F e b r u a r y or March and there 
ensues a hot, d r y spring and summer. 
However, 
it frequently 
happens 
t h a t 
the winter rains are prolonged and co­ 
incide w i t h the early 
spring 
growth. 
Such conditions are ideal for the maxi­ 
mum activity of citrus blast. 
Leaving 
its quiescent state, t h e disease becomes 
very active and Bpreads with great ra­ 
pidity through the orchards, 
following 
t h e direction of the prevailing winds. 
T h e appearanco presented is t h a t caus­ 
ed b y a Tapid blight or heavy 
frost. 
D I S E A S E 
C H A R A C T E R I S T I C S . 
Infection 
is apparently 
confined 
to 
n e w spring growth and seems to occur 
chiefly a t the injunction of t h e petiole 
a n d blade of the loaf. However, it ap­ 
pears t h a t infection m a y also occur a t 


line of separation between healthy and 
infected tissue becomes very elenr cut 
and definite. 
F r e q u e n t l y in early sum­ 
mer, a pinkish, Tcsinous gum is exuded 
from the canker. 
These, as well as all 
the dying or dead tissues, t a k e on a 
characteristic 
dark r e d color and are 
sunk below t h e surface of the heulthy 
tissue. This dead wood, as it dried, be­ 
comes very hard and tough. The heal­ 
ing process begins, and in the wounds 
callous 
material 
is 
developed 
which 
raises the dead tissue up in the form 
of 
scabs. 
Those are sloughed 
off in 
the course of time, leaving very char­ 
acteristic scars which m a y be visible 
for several years. 


A peculiarity noted is t h a t the infec­ 
tion 
does n o t seem to penetrate the 
b a r k into t h e wood. 
Indeed, in some 
the cambium layer is not killed, which 
is evidenced b y the formation of cal­ 
lous material in the center of the lesion 
as well as a b o u t the edges. W h e r e trees 
containing a 
large 
amount 
of 
weak, 
twiggy, interior 
brush 
are badly at­ 
tacked, there is a peculiar result. The 
b a r k of the twigs rots away, 
leaving 
the tree full of dead white twigs which 
may persist and not decay for several 
years. 


L a t e r in t h e season t h e effects of the 
disease are masked b y the new growth. 
To find it a t this time, one»must ex­ 
amine those branches under three-quar­ 
ters of a n inch in diameter for the 
presence of t h e cankers. 


From w h a t work h a s been done on 
this disease up to the present timo all 
the indications are t h a t it is of bacter­ 
ial nature. 
I n fact, i t s resem'blance in 
its effects t o pear blight is very strik­ 
ing. 


D I S T R I B U T I O N . 
Citrus blast w a s roported> a t Oroville, 
Palermo, 
W y a n d o t t e , 
and 
Orland 
in 
i914. 
Since t h a t timo it h a s apparently 
Bpread rapidly b o t h north a n d south, 
h a v i n g been reported as f a r south as 
Porterville. 


Inasmuch as this disease 
first 
mani­ 
fested its economic importance in 1915, 
at which time it was confined to two 
local areas, its spread m u s t be consid­ 
ered very rapid and, as it is so new and 
little known to orchardists, i t is quite 
possible that it may have a much wider 
distribution than is now suspected/* As 
yet, no report of this trouble has come 
from (the Sauthoita 
California 
citrus 
district. 


R E D U C E S F R U I T WOOD. 
Citrus fruit is produced on wood of 
the current season's growth. 
This puts 
out early in spring, bearing the fruit 
buds which open in April. A B h a s boon 
stated above, under favorable 
moisturo 
and tomperaturo conditions this tender 
n e w growth m a y bo very seriously at­ 
tacked b y Citrus blast. 
Depending up­ 
on the stage of growth in thiB new 
wood, the character of the d a m a g e var­ 
ies. 
A t t a c k s early in the season may 
kill all this fruiting brush b a c k to tho 
old 
wood but, if

t c t h e shoot. If the disease is virulent 
and 
conditions 
favorable, it may at­ 
t a c k small branches of the previous sea­ 
s o n ' s growth, killing them back to a 
distance of several feet. The dead area 
about t h e base of the infected leaf or 
shoot varies greatly in size and is or 
dinarily^more or less irregular in shape,

I n the case of younger 
growth, girdling is a p t to occur a n d the 
shoot dies back to this point.

compensatory 
growth occurs. ThuB depending on the 
timo of 
attack, tho blooming 
period 
may bo seriously reduced a n d the 
flow­ 
ers may be killed, all o f which reduces 
tho crop t o a greater or loss e x t e n t . 


So serious d o some growers consider 
this disease that 
preventive and con­ 
trol measures are now being tried out. 
One of 
the growers in the 
northern 
citrus district who h a s a largo acreage 
i s now using pear blight control meth­ 
ods in a n attempt t o eradicate the dis­ 
ease. 
W e suspect, i f it proves to bo of 
a 
bacterial n a t u r e , t h a t efficient 
con­

Florida oranges aro not a s strong in re­ 
sistance to frost a s the California varie­ 
ties. They have a thin outside skin, and 
a very thin, gauze-like inner skin, and 
the 
fruit 
cells a r e not as pronounced 
and individual. 
T h e y break down im- 
niedintely after t h e frost, and the or­ 
ange becomes mushy. 


The 
temperature in Florida 
during 
the last ten days have ranged all the 
way from 14 to 40. A dispatch to the 
newspapers on Wednesday of this week 
states t h a t not only is the remainder of 
the citrus crop destroyed, b u t that the 
early vegetable crop is completely ruin­ 
ed.

The senator gave assurance t h a t if

largo amount of water for a short time, 
and they a r e allowed to slowly empty 
after the storm,

ehnnco to percolate into t h e gravel of 
tho spreading beds below.

•form t h e reservoir iH emptied, and it 
will automatically begin to empty when 
tho water has reached u certain hcighth.

construction is of the keystone 
formation, built with its resistance up 
stream. No person need ever fear that 
such a reservoir will break, he said. 


Finally, the speaker said that every­ 
one was morally and practically respon­ 
sible for the control of flood wators, 
whrither one lived on a hill or in the 
valley, in the city or along the banks 
of a river. 
He pointed out that, y e a r 
after yonr there is a large amount of 
(ho earth surface 
that is being 
made 
impervioiiH to water 
run-off 
through 
tho 
building of roads. 
l.os Angeles 
city, he said, w a s throwing practically 
nil its local water out of the city and 
down upon her neighbors below. 
That 
city has no more right to say that she 
has taken care of her own problem than 
she would in dumping garbage upon a 
aeighbor.

T H E 
V A L U E O F A N EGG. 


This week I will leave t h e somewhat 
)ry, scientific 
aspect of t h e nutritive 
salts for a talk about an article, in the 
making of which they play a very im- 
r o r t a n t part. T h e world would be de­ 
cidedly the poorer if there wero no eggs 
in it. I think that everybody will agree 
with me in this. 
After 
milk there is 
probably no other article of food which 
if so valuable for man as th<> egg. Of 
the nutrient 
substances, 
eggs 
contain 
large 
quantities of. albumin a n d fat. 
The actual amount of nourishment con­ 
tained in an egg is t h e same a s that in 
40 grams of f a t meat, or about 150 
grams of milk. 


E g g s also have t h e great 
advantage, 
t h a t in addition t o their nutritive val­ 


ue, they are very readily digested. Raw 
eggs are the most difficult to digest, as 
they cause very little secretion of sali­ 
va, a n d a r e a p t to coagulate in the 
stomach. 
As a m a t t e r of fact, 
hard- 
boiled 
eggs a r e more 
easily 
digested 
than r a w ones, a n d seldom remain in 
the 
stomach 
above one a n d one-half 
hours. Further, eggs have an a d v a n t a g e 
which is shared by very few foods— 
they 
contain n o injurious 
substances, 
and they m a y therefore b e considered 
one of the most healthful of all foods. 


To the great content of the egg in 
nutrient substances must be added the 
qunntity 
of other 
substances 
which 
make it, like milk, one of the most com­ 
plete 
food-stuffs. 
These a r e certain 
mineral 
salts, 
especially 
phosphorous, 
iron, and lime, and it 'is possible 
from 
one e g g to obtain the seventh part of 
the iron required by the body for its 
daily use. When several eggs are eaten 
daily it will be obvious t h a t a quan­ 
t i t y of important nutritive salts is ab­ 
sorbed in an easily-digested and assimil­ 
able form. 


In the case of persons suffering 
from 
anaemia it is advisable to e a t several 
eggs daily, a s the great amount of al­ 
bumin a n d iron 
which 
t h e y 
contain 
makes them one of t h e most 
valuable 
foods in cases in which it is desired to 
encourage tho formation of blood. Again 
eggs a r e recommended for.porsons suf­ 
fering 
from 
nervous 
depression a n d 
neurasthenia, in view of tho amount of 
phosphorous which they contain, which 
is quite large—-a hundred grams of t h e 
yolk containing as much a s 1.279 g r a m s 
of phosphoric acid. 


As t o tho value of eggs in tho kit­ 
chen, thoro is no need to remark; t h e 
number which can be made to disap­ 
pear by some cooks is positively ap­ 
palling. 
There is no doubt, 
however, 
that eggs gain in dietetic vnlue by be­ 
ing combined with substances in which 
they 
themselves are lacking. For in­ 
stance, when mixed with carbohydrates, 
such a s wheat flour, wo have a more 
complete food 
which 
contains all the 
important classes of food substances. 


From 
those 
necossarily 
brief 
obser­ 
vations you will see, I trust, the great 
value 
which 
attaches to tho humble 
egg, and whon you realize that four of 
them 
will give you an eighth of t h e 
nourishment y o u requiro for a whole 
day, in tho most perfect form, T hope 
you will mako more a n d more use of 
them for t h e good of all concerned.

TO REACH 
LOST 
AVIATOR 


A Chalmers cars was tho first ono of 
the rescue fleet from Wellton, Arizona, 
to reach Lieutenant Robertson, 
United 
a r m y aviator, who, with Colonel Bish 


op, 
was lost for t e n days in tho So 
nora desert. R. J . Gamble, a merchant 
at 
Wellton a n d owner of the relief 
Chalmers car, in a letter to Groer-Rob 
bins Company in Los Angeles, 
states 
t h a t his car, although a 1912 model, 
led the valiant 
p a r t y 
into the sand 
wilds of Mexico against 
fearful 
odds 
of road nnd weather. 


" W e h a d about 
given u p tho task 
whon wo discovered Robertson 
coming 
toward u s out of t h e desert waste. W e 
rushed to his aid a n d carried him to my 
Chalmors, where he became unconscious, 
after giving information as to the loca 
tion of Col. Bishop. Other members of 
the automobile p a r t y raced to the spot 
and, lutor brought Col. Bishop to Well 
ton. 
While m y c a r is an old model 
Chalmers, of the 1912, vintage, it stood 
tho rough trip of 100 miles or mors in 
fine 
shape, leading the others all t h e 
way. We got through with a few break 
ages which a r e now repaired and the 
car is in as good condition a s over it 
, w a s . ' '

' M e a n w h i l e , t h e motley Italian 
crew 
h a d

baggage 
and— 
w h a t w a s worse—all his money. 
F r o m 
B o m b a y 
t o . Suez w a s three 
thousand 
miles, a n d i t took a t least ten days to 
m a k e t h e trip. 
To leave 
Richardson 
s t r a n d e d on t h e shores of I n d i a would 
b e n o t h i n g Bhort of murder. 
I was, pro­ 
v o k e d a t him for 
not appearing, 
but 
m y conscience vibrated w i t h t h e guilty 
p a n g s of deserting a friend and leaving 
h i m to s t a r v e in a strange land. 


W h i l e 
these 
alternating 
emotions 
w e r e 
flashing 
i n a n d out of m y 
mind 
t h e bow of .the ship was swinging a w a y 
f r o m t h e pier. 
A t last I saw Richard­ 
s o n ' s head b o b b i n g in t h e distance. 
I 
shouted, whistled, a n d waved, and 
m y 
f r a n t i c 
efforts 
finally 
caused 
him 
to 
realize 
the 
necessity 
for 
speed. 
H e 
c a m e c h a r g i n g down the wharf like a 
bull, a n d a t t e m p t e d to board the ship, 
b u t w a s abruptly stopped b y the 
cap 
t a i n , who ordered him to stay 
ashore. 
T h e marine doctor h a d left, and t h e r e 
w a s 'nothing for me to do b u t t o go on 
w i t h o u t m y 
companion. 
The 
Levanzo 
w a s now m a k i n g h e r final swing, a n d in 
desperation I t h r e w Richardson's lug­ 
g a g e on t h e wharf, hurled h i m his mon­ 
ey-wallet, and bade him farewell. 


" I will see you in Cairo in about two 
weekB," I called out, as the b o a f drew 
out. Richardson stood on the pier with 
a philosophic smile on his face.

T h e old steamer w a s soon well 
out 
i n the channel; a n d in a few hours h a d 
h e r nose pointed t o w a r d s t h e west and 
b e g a n h e r l e n g t h y j o u r n e y to t h e canal 
I wondered how Richardson would fare, 
b u t h a d no doubt t h a t he would 
have 
little trouble in obtaining a passage.

o l t h i n g s u n t i l w e m e t again, 


O N B O A R D T H E ' ' L E V A N Z O . " 
The L e v a n z o was a regular old t r a m p , 
w i t h a crew entirely composed of Ital­ 
ians, w h o k n e w little of t h e world be­ 
y o n d t h e r a n g e of their ship and 
the 
water-fronts of t h e ports t o which t h e y 
h a d sailed. 
I w a s consigned t o the hold, 
w h e r e 
m y 
iron, 
hay-mattressed 
b u n k 
w a s sandwiched i n amongst those of t h e 
I t a l i a n s , 
w h o 
huddled a r o u n d like 
a 
b u n c h of gipsies. 
The dark, foul-smell­ 
i n g atmosphere, t h e fumes of the s h i p ' s 
kitchen, t h e greasy and treacherous ap­ 
p e a r a n c e of the crew—none of 
whom 
spoke a w o r d of English—promised 
a 
t r i p whose equal I had never 
experi­ 
enced 
before. 
However, I 
had 
done 
sufficient traveling of this sort to feel 
a t home i n such surroundings, 
and 
played t h e p a r t t o a perfection hard to 
i m a g i n e i n one w h o h a d seen most of 
t h e good things of this life. .Attired in 
a blue flannel shirt and coatless, I w e n t 
barefooted, 
grew a beard—such 
as 
it 
w a s — a n d essayed to chew the 
c r e w ' s 
black tobacco. 


A t four bells t h e chief steward 
a p 
peared on deck and called out, " M a n 
g i a r e ! " 
From t h e empty feeling of m y 
stomach, coupled with tho odors ema­ 
n a t i n g from tho galley, I recognized t h e 
equivalent of t h e word " d i n n e r , " and 
followed the crew in the hope of g e t t i n g 
a square meal. 
W e formed a line 
a t 
tho kitchen window, where we received 
our e a t i n g implements for the

T h e y consisted of a tin cup, a tin sauce­ 
pan, and a knife, fork, and spoon.

t h e n 
marched in a . b o d y

castle, where we were given a piece of 
h a r d bread each and a pint of red wine 
A s we trooped b a c k b y the kitchen, the 
steward 
placed some macaroni in 
our 
saucepans and 
gave ,us some 
milkless 
a n d sugarless coffee. 
W i t h this assort­ 
m e n t of food we retired to tho lower 
deck, sat on a winch or a coil of rope, 
a n d proceeded t o devour the meal 


Tho second day I lost my knife, a n d 
when I made an appeal for 
a n o t h e r 
w a s so severely snubbed b y the steward 
t h a t 1 niodfc no more requests 
d u r i n g 
t h e rest of the voyage. I had to resort 
t o my pockot-knife to t a k e the place of 
t h e lost article. 


Macaroni! Macaroni! 
1 thought 
my 
stomach would become paralyzed on the 
greasy stuff before the voyage 
ended 
I vowed that, if I ever reached 
shore 
again, I would 
never allow the 
word 
macaroni to be mentioned in my jires 
ence. 


From 
Bombay t<> Suez in something 
over three thousand miles, and at 
the 
rate our ship was traveling it would re­ 
quire sixteen 
days 
to make 
the 
trip. 
How these days did drag—on a macar­ 
oni diet! 
T h e long, hot, foodiess d a y s 
and t h e dark stuffy 
nights in 
vermin- 
infested, unsanitary quarters made these 
sixteen 
days seem 
like sixteen 
years. 


Between meals I was supposed to assist 
the crew. 
Because I was p a y i n g 
t h e 
captain a small sum for m y 
passage, 
however, I was let down r a t h e r easily 
on the work. 
Nevertheless, I h a d 
t o 
appear busy. 
E a c h morning I scrubbed 
t h e stern deck 
and gave t h e place 
a 
general 
clean-up. 
In the afternoon 
I 
washed 
clothes 
in 
a 
ship-bucket 
or 
painted the iron railings and life-boats. 


T h e 
days 
dragged 
slowly 
on, 
a n d 
t h r e e times between sunrise a n d sunset 
t h e eternal red wine and macaroni star­ 
ed me in the face. W e entered tho Red 
Sea, our journey only half 
completed; 
a n d the thought rose in m y mind t h a t 
I h a d eight days more of m a c a r o n i be­ 
fore 
me. 
However, 
nil 
good 
things 
come to an end, and, t h a n k 
goodness, 
even the bad ones a r e not exempt 
in 
this respect. 
On the sixteenth d a y at 
midnight the Levanzo pulled i n t o Suez, 
t h e eastern entrance of t h e canal. 
A s soon as t h e ship dropped 
anchor 
gave the captain t w e n t y dollars 
for 
m y passage and, with all speed, w a s on 
m y w a y to shore in a small b o a t pro­ 
pelled b y an A r a b , l e a v i n g the Levan­ 
zo, for all I cared, to sing a t h e r moor­ 
ings. 
I was t a k e n t o t h e customs house, 
where I was subjected to t h e most rigid 
examination. 


A N E W 
A C Q U A I N T A N C E . 


After an ordeal t h a t lasted t w o hours, 
in spite of the moderate a m o u n t of my 
luggage, I w a s liberated. 
I 
w a n d e r e d 
up the track 
t o t h e station, w h e r e 
I 
learned that a train for Cairo w a s ' to 
leave a t six o'clock 
in t h e 
morning. 
There was an hotel a t Suez, b u t I did 
not care to p a y four dollars of m y pre­ 
cious coin for a n equal n u m b e r of hours 
in bed. Accordingly I stood in front of 
t h e deserted station, w a i t i n g for some­ 
thing, or anything, t o happen. 
Present­ 
ly 
a lean-looking E n g l i s h m a n 
ambled 
along. 
This m a n , who h a d a face liko 
a dried prune, entered i n t o conversation 
w i t h me, and I learned t h a t he w a s a 
t r a v e l i n g acrobat, who, w i t h his 
wife 
a n d little daughter, h a d j u s t come in 
from t h e F a r E a s t 
after a 
theatrical 
tour of several months. 


" W h e r e a r e you going to p u t 
u p ! " 


he asked. 


" I don't k n o w , " I told him. 
" T h e 
hotel isn't worth while f o r only four 
hours. 
I thought I could crawl into one 
of those passenger .coaches on the siding 
over t h e r e / ' I said, pointing t o several 
cars on an adjacent track. 


" A l l right, old chap, I will go with 
y o u , " he said. " W a i t until I get m y 
wife and d a u g h t e r . " 
A n d he stepped 
round the corner of tho station for his 
family. 


I n 
a m i n u t e he appeared 
with 
his 
wife, 
whose 
general appearance 
indi­ 
cated 
that 
she h a d 
seen 
chiefly 
the 
rough side of life. 
She wore a dress of 
m a n y colors, and a h a t that looked like 
salad. 
Clinging to her skirt was a 
frail little girl, w h o showed t h e effcctB 
of her wandering life. 
Tho four of us, 
w i t h our luggage, crossed 
the 
t r a c k s 
and tried the doors of several cars, b u t 
all were locked. 
At that 
moment 
a 
large, 
greedy-looking 
A r a b 
appeared 
out of the darkness and asked us w h a t 
we wanted. 


" A place to s l e e p , " I replied. 
" C o m e w i t h m e , " said t h e man. 
W e were so tired t h a t if the Evil One 
himself had appeared on the scene and 
offered 
us a bed and 
shelter I 
think 
we should have eagerly accepted. 
W e 
followed t h e A r a b , and he led us to a 
small shed about ten b y twelve 
feet. 
He opened the door, ushered us in, and 
immediately left, s t a t i n g t h a t he would 
call us at six o'clock. 
This shack was 
certainly a cheerless bedroom 
for 
our 
homeless 
little 
band, 
nothing 
b u t 
a 
barren wooden h u t w i t h t h e earth 
for 
a floor and cracks in the walls through 
which the cold wind rushed viciously. 


The a c r o b a t ' s wife coiled up in one 
corner w i t h the little girl in her lap, 
tho 
man 
nestled 
in 
another, 
and 
I 
stretched 
myself 
diagonally 
across 
a 
third. 
Sleep w a s impossible; wo were 
all nearly petrified with tho cold. Pres­ 
ently the Englishman got on his 
feet 
and began walking t h e floor in silence. 
I soon followed his example. W e paced 
and 
repacod 
t h a t 
wretched 
ten-by- 
twelve 
compartment 
for 
an 
hour, 
as 
speechless as two ghosts. 
Finally, the 
tomb-like stillness w a s broken by 
t h e 
Englishman. 
" F e e d 
t h e a n i m a l s ! " he 
cried. 
A few seconds' laughter at this 
remark, and silence reigned again. 
At 
the end of the second hour the woman, 
whom 
we 
supposed 
had 
dozed 
off 
to 
sleep, murmured, " I f 
my mother could 
see me n o w ! " 
In this way the night 
crept on. 


The A r a b appeared at six o'clock, and 
after paying him his e x o r b i t a n t fee we 
boarded a third-class coach of an Egyp­ 
tian train, and, surrounded by a curious 
lot of natives, started 
towards 
Cairo. 
I hail been 
told 
that E g y p t 
was 
the 
most expensive country in the world in 
which to travel, and t h a t it would 
be 
impossible for mo to live on less than 
several dollars a day. 
This information 
had been given me 
about 
so 
many 
countries and cities that it had become 
a joke. 
E g y p t turned out to be one of 


t h e cheapest 
sections of 
tho globe 
I 
over encountered. 


A f t e r nearly a d a y ' s journey 
across 
the desert, t h e t r a i n drew into tho huge 
station at Cairo, and in a few minutes 
I w a s 
flowing 
with the crowds toward 
t h e street. I stood for nn instant on t h e 
sidewalk and surveyed the swarms of 
people who roamed the large plaza 
in 
front of t h e station. 
I pulled my 
h a t 
down securely on m y head and 
dived 
into the sea of h u m a n i t y , and in a sec­ 
ond waB lost a m o n g tho million or more 
i n h a b i t a n t s 
of 
the great 
city, 
among 
whom I knew not a single soul. 
I was 
on m y way to t h e Hotel des Princes, n 
hostelry recommended to me by my En­ 
glish acrobat friend. 
B y inquiring ojf 
every person who gave a n y indication 
t h a t he might speak English, I at last 
found 
t h e hotel. 
I t w a s a 
two-story 
structure operated b y a middle-class nn 
tive, and I soon made a deal with him 
by which I got a room and double-bod 
for 
twenty-five 
cents 
n dny, 
with 
a 
promise of a rate of forty cents for two 
when 
Richardson 
arrived. 
This 
w a s 
surely cheap enough, and I thought 
it 
was ridiculously so when 1 recalled tho 
statements mode to me concerning tho 
high cost of living in Cairo. 


T h e hotel had no dining-room, and it 
w a s necessary to And a cheap b u t clean 
eating-place. 
P e r h a p s , I thought, 
this 
was where Cairo deserved its 
reputn 
tion for b e i n g an expensive city. I loft 
the 
hotel 
determined 
to be 
tho 
first 
man to live on a reasonable amount in 
the 
E g y p t i a n 
capital. 
I 
had 
hardly 
walked n block when I saw in nn alloy 
u' sign which read, " S o l d i e r s ' 
C l u b . " 
I directed my steps toward it, entered 
the place, and in a minute w a s 
stud­ 
iously reading the daily menu, 
which 
w a s posted on a bulletin-board in 
the 
hallway. 
Stenk, 
potatoes, 
vegetables, 
a n d 
tea 
for 
three 
piastres 
(fifteen 
c e n t s ) ; t a r t s and pudding, one pinstro; 
And other eatables were listed at equal 
ly low prices. As I stood gazing a t tho 
.bill of fare, almost paralyzed with de­ 
light over such a fortunate 
discovery, 
an elderly Englishman approached. 


" W h a t 
are 
you 
looking 
f o r ? " 
ho 


asked. 


" F o r 
something t o c a t , " I 
replied 
" I 
am m a k i n g a sort of a t r a m p trip 
around the world, and expect to be in 
Cairo a few days. 
Money is r a t h e r a 
scarce article w i t h me, and I would like 
to know w h a t my chances arc of eating 
h e r e . " 


" A r e you a British s o l d i e r ? " asked 
t h e Englishman. 
' " N o , s i r . " 
" A r e you an e x - s o l d i e r ? " asked tho 
man, sizing up t h e hungry-looking t r a v 
eler. 


No, sir,'' w a s m y honest, reply. * 
" A l l - r i g h t , " returned the club man, 
w i t h a smile. 
" T 6 u .majr. e a t h e r e . " 


" T h a n k y o u , " I said, gratefully, and 
immediately sat down and a t e one of 
t h e 
finest 
meals ever served 
a n y w h e r e 
for 
fifteen 
cents. 
After 
t h a t tho Sol 
d i e r s ' Club, an institution intended for 
British soldiers in Cairo, served as a 
sort of home for me during my stay in 
tho city. I h a d only j u s t loft tho club 
when, a little farther u p tho street, I 
come across a sign with the inscription, 
" S o l d i e r s ' H o m o , " and in this place I 
found a similar reception 
and 
similar 
prices. To accuse Cairo of being oxpen 
sive was a slander; I labeled it one of 
the most inexpensive cities I had visit 
ed. 


I t was now eighteen days since I had 
left Richardson on the wharf a t Bom 
bay, and 
during this time I had 
not 
heard a word from him. Shortly 
after 
m y arrival in Cairo I called a t tho of 
flee of the American consul, the Y. M 
C, A., and Messrs. Thomas Cook 
and 
S o n ' s , and left a t each my address, with 
instructions t o direct Richardson to me 
if he came and inquired. I also met an 
occasional train 
coming in from 
Port 
Said. 
I t w a s on one of these t h a t 
I 
eventually found 
him. 
W H A T 
H A P P E N E D 
TO 
R I C H A R D ­ 
SON. 


As soon 
as my 
steamer 
got 
under 
way from B o m b a y , Richardson 
walked 
across the wharf and boarded the Brit­ 
ish t r a m p 'Farrington. 
Ho w e n t up on 
the bridge nnd asked 
the captain 
for 
passage 
to 
the 
canal. 
Tho 
pleasant- 
looking captain stated thut he was sorry 
that he could not tako him, as his ship 
had 
received 
her 
papers 
and 
was 
to 
leave t h a t n i g h t a t eight o'clock. 
Rich­ 
ardson 
(graciously 
w i t h d r e w 
and 
de­ 
scended 
from 
tho bridge, but, 
instead 
of leaving tho vessel, t h r e w his luggage 
down an 
open h a t c h w a y nnd 
climbed 
after it. H e r e h e secreted himself in a 
crevice in t h e cargo and remained there­ 
until the following morning, when 
the 
ship was a b o u t two hundred miles out 
at sea. 
Ho appeared 
on deck 
shortly 
before 
b r e a k f a s t 
and 
immediatly 
in­ 
formed 
the 
captain 
of 
w h a t 
he 
had 
done. Tho skipper took it very kindly. 
Instead of p u t t i n g Richardson to work 
he greeted him cordially and said that 
if it had been 
proper he would 
have 
suggested t h a t he should stow away. 


Richardson's trip on the 
Farrington 
was in s t r o n g contrast to mine on the 
Levanzo. 
H e traveled like a civilized 
person. 
T h e captain wus a fine type of 
hospitable ^Englishman, 
and 
(lie 
first 
officer was u thoroughly good fellow and 
very 
friendly. 


Richardson had u cabin on the main 
deck, "adjoining the officers; he ate with 
the second 
mate, had 
the freedom 
of 
the entire ship, and spent many 
hours 
on the bridge. 
At the end of the jour­ 
ney, thanks to the officers' kindness, he 


w a s almost a past-master a t navigation. 
H o understood tho use of t h e log, could 
find t h e position of a ship a t sea by the 
use of t h e 
sextant, and 
was 
able 
to 
handle t h e wheel nnd give signals 
to 
the engine-room. 


The F a r r i n g t o n 
arrived at Suez and 
steamed through the cnnnl to P o r t Said 
As Richardson 
was not listed 
in 
the 
s h i p ' s papers he had to hide down 
the 
hold while the port officials came 
on 
board for the inspection. 
As soon 
as 
this formality was over he slid over the 
s t e a m e r ' s 
side, jumped 
into a 
native 
boat, and w a s rowed ashore. 


I t seems to me t h a t the call of 
the 
N e a r 
E a s t 
is " B a k s h e e s h . " 
N e a r l y 


( e v e r y m a n , woman, and child in E g y p t 
[must sny this word n thousand times a 
day: 
A t Memphis two hundred people 
greeted us, a milo from tho town, w i t h 
a chorus of " B a k s h e e s h " ! T h e y trailed 
along after us for an hour, with 
their 
hands extended, begging for coins. This 
group of beggars was one of the most 
forlorn 
I had 
ever soen. 
There 
w e r e 
people 
of all nges among them. 
Tho 
children tripped along in front of us, 
the old men made earnest nppenls, nnd 
the women, attired 
in 
w h a t 
nppeared 
to bo 
simply 
nn 
assortment 
of 
rogs, 
tottered along behind, all calling " B a k 
s h e e s h " incessantly. 


At S a k a r a , ' w h e r e we saw eleven pyra 
inids, including the famous S t e p pyra­ 
mid, we negotiated 
with some 
n a t i v e 
laborers for a ,camcl ride. 
I t 
w a s 
a 
couplo of miles to the railroad, nnd we 
a r r a n g e d to travel tho distance on theso 
oriental beasts of burden. W e wore in 
tho r u r a l districts, and* the camels were 
c a r r y i n g loads of dirt. M y man agreed 
to a piaBtro (five cents) 
for the trip, 
b u t when I was mounted he demanded 
a shilling. 
I paid no attention to him, 
whereupon ho started the beast on tho 
run in the hope of frightening me. 
It. 
was grent fun. Then ho urged tho ani­ 
mal to a gallup. I didn 't k n o w a enmol 
w a s capable of such a thing, b u t I know 
it. now. A scenic r a i l w a y is as mild as 
a bnby-corriago when compared to tho 
up-and-down movements of a galloping 
camel. 
There i s n ' t much speed 
about 
i t ; 
two-thirds 
of 
tho 
energy 
of 
t h e 
beast is devoted to vertical molion. 
I 
h u n g 
on 
to 
tho 
canvas 
b a g 
on 
the 
c a m e l ' s back with tho grip of a bull­ 
dog, fooling meanwhile t h a t my inside 
w a s b e i n g shaken out. 
T h e n a t i v e con­ 
tinued to shout for a shilling, j a b b i n g 
the u n f o r t u n a t e camel meanwhile 
with 
a s h a r p stick. 
T h e animal leapt 
and 
bounded 
like a bronco, b u t 
by 
some 
miracle I managed to h a n g on. 


F i f t e e n minutes of the shaking pro­ 
cess w a s quite enough for me. I swung 
my feet over to one side and 
j u m p e d 
from t h e c a m e l ' s b a c k to t h e ploughed 
ground. 
I only paid a piastre after all, 
a n d 
t h i n k I got m y m o n e y ' s w o r t h . .
